BRITISH HAVE TAKEN FIRST STEP 


Against the Act!«n of Russia In Seizing

Chifu, July SOi-A junk with 8 Rus- 


sians and 50 Chinese on board arrived 
here yestrday afternoon, five days 
from Port Arthur. The Russians re- 
fused to talk, but the Chinese say that 
oa July 11 and 12 the Japanese captur- 
ed and occupied with 4,000 men one 
of the eastern lojrts, near Port Arthur.

the 


Russians cut off the 4,000 troops in the

fort and exploded 'mines, which result- 
ed in the killing of every Japanaese 
soldier there. . 


The Chinese: ajso report that the' 


night before their left Port Arthur a 
Russian torpedo boat sunk a merchant 
ship near Port-ilLrthur, mistaking lier 
lor a Japanese transport.

BRITISH TAKE ACTION. 


London, July 20>.—The British gov- 


ernment has taken its :irst step 
against the action i of Russia in seiz- 
ing two English vessels in the Red 
Sea. The' cabinertt held a. long meet- 
ing at which the seizures were thor- 
oughly considered. The question Twas 
brought up whether Russia acted with- 
in her rights by seizing the vessels. 


Nearly all the members had been, in- 


formed by authorities on international 
law that Russia had violated the clause 
in the Geneva convention, pertaining 
to the seizure of vessels, and they act- 
ed accordingly . If, was decided to send 
a note of protest to St. Petersburg at 
an early date. 


After the meeting several members 


of the cabinet held"a conference with 
the navel officers at which Bngland's 
plans in case of trouble with Russia 
were outlined. 


During the last few days the activi-

In IS86 there was a vacancy in the 


New York supreme court and Gover- 
nor Hill appointed Parker TO mat jus- 
ticeship.

was in store for the able jurist. ^Just 
after McKinley had carried the Em- 
pire state by a majority of 268,000, the 
election for chief judge of the court of 
appeals came due. 


The Democrat state committee made 


the nomination on the Sfttf ballot and 
in November, 1897, Judge Alton Brooks 
Parker carried the state by over 60,- 
000 majority, making a change of 330-- 
000 votes in a single year. This respon- 
sible post has been bis since 18&S, and 
to it has been given his absolute and 
devoted attention.

His Home Life. 


Judge Parker's home life has been 


,-i singularly jjappy one, the only cloud 
being the death of his only son, John 
IU. Parker, when he was 7 years of 
age. This v/as a great sorrow to the 
;arist and Mrs. Parker. 


Esopus where Judge Parker has his 


residence, is a modest little village 
consisting of anout thirty houses built 
scattering along a country cross-road. 
The Hudson which here spreads out 
to surround the Island of Esopus, 
stretches av. ay before the eye in all its 
granduer. 


The peaks of the Oatskills form the 


background of the picture. On top'of 
a hill from which tne eye can sweep 
the picturesque river and mountain 
scenery stands Hosemont hall, which 
is the name Judge Parker conferred 
upon his home. The 
house, which 


fctands fully 100 feet above the river, is 
a big two-and-one-half-story structure. 
All about it are giant trees, and the 
approach to it :s along a graveled path 
which divides a perfect !awn ornament- 
ed with flower beds. A trail leads 
down to the river bank, and at the end 
of the trail ir the summer there is 
floored a r.apthii launch, 
christened 


the Niobe. which Judge Parker has for 
the use of hirr.solf and his family. 


The older part <>{ Rosemont hall v/as 


standing when the British fleet anch- 
ored directly in front of it in 1777, oiv 
the night before Kingston, was burned. 
Through the ce-iter of she house runs 
a broad hall, used as a living room, the 
walls or which are ?ined with miscel- 
laneous collection of books — the works 
of standard writers 
of 
prose "and 


poet ry. 


Judge? Parker's -libiary occupies 


nearly (he whol" of the southern half 
of the first storv. The walls of the 
room are nowhere visible. From the 
polished hardwood floor to the ceiling 
mount row aftrr row of bobVs. There 


tjuenl reference. In the bow window! 
of the room is a small flat-top table, 
while down the center oi the room ' 
stretches a big directors' table. 
On j 


these tables, upon which there 
are 


more Docks and usually piles of docu- 
snents, Judge Parker does his work. 


A Practical Farmer. 


Judge Parker rises at 7 o'clock and 


one of his first acts during the sum- 
mer months is to don a bathing suit, 
run down the steep hill to tbe- Esopus 
landing and take a plunge into the 
Hudson. He is an expert swimmer and 
fond of that form of exercise and rec- 
reation. Alter breakfast he usually 
mounts his saddle horse and takes a 
ride around the farm, which comprises 
several hundred acres. All of the op- 
erations on the farm are carried on 
under the supervision of the judge him- 
self, who is a practical farmer. 


The inspection of the farm is com- 


pleted about 1! o'clock, and returning 
to the house Judge Parker reads his 
mail and the morning papers 
until 


noon, when the family sit down te 
luncheon. 
After the midday meal 


Judge Parker shuts himself up in the 
library with his prrvate secretary and 
the family see nothing more of him, 
unless there is urgent reason for dis- 
turbing him, until he is called for the 
evening meal at 6 o'clock. 


Even when he is in Albany presiding 


over the session^ of the court the 
Judge does not allow himself to be rob- 
bed of his daily exercise. He is up by 
7 o'clock every morning, and no n?at- 
ter ho%v cold the weather may be he 
has a horseback ride before break- 
fast

found the explanation of how he man- 
ages to accomplish the vast amount oE 
work he does. 


Parker Has Red Hair. 


Judge Parker has a large and sym- 


metrical head, with a smooth forehead, 
which has acquired some additional do- 
main by the recession of the hair 
above it. That hair is of copper color, 
fine and soft, as the hair of intellect- 
ual men is apt to be. On his face he 
wears only a r:ustache, light in color, 
and therefore less aggressive upon at- 
tention than it would be if its hue were 
dark. His features are iarge. well 
molded and strong. 


The chin especially {s pronounced 


and it is suggestive of sreat determin- 
ation, while the gentle half smile that 
pJays around the lips above it gives 
ample warrant that the determination 
can never be of a Kind hostile to any- 
one except wrong. 


The complexion is florid, but its rud- 


mess suggests only good health, tem- 
perate Imbits, and much exposure to 
the sun and the wind. 


The indications of the head and face 


are fully confirmed oy what ve know- 
of the man. He is oalm, se!f:possessed, 
and cool headed. His temperament is 
in absolute contrast with that of Mr.
